In the increase of gold there is a fall of 
value but no loss of wealth to the com 
munity in the aggregate, because the ad- 
ditional quantity makes good the (eclme 
of value, and the community are just as 
rich as before; there is precisely as much 
working capital and no more debt. But 
the paper addition is pure debt, with an 
Absence of value, and a dead loss of 
capital, The debt added to the currency 


cisely equals the sum of gold that runs 
away by the law of value, to make reom 
for it. The gold se displaced is utterly 
lost; u might at well be plunged into 
the sea. In regard to this simple fact, 


which any man of common sense ought to |. 
gee at a glance, the obtuceness of the pub- 


lic intellect is truly astonishing We can- 


have capital without earning it by labor; 
but we can manufacture debt curreacy, in- 
definitely, by simply running in debt. A. 
sells 1000 bushels of wheat to B at price 
$1,000—takes B.'s note and gets it discoun- 
ted; here is $1,000 of debt currency pro- 
duced. B. sells the same wheat to C., takes 
C. note and produces another $1,000 of 
the same, and C. sells to the miller, per- 
hape, and the miller sells the flour, notes 
being made at each remove and discounted 
until there is $10,000 of debt currency crea- 
ted. Does anybody need to be told that 
the v is no money er existing value in this 
$10.00? The wicat, amounting to one- 


of the miller added to it in the flouf, is a 
separate existence, and pursues its course 
te consumption; the bank has nothing ‘to 
do with it. And bad the notes been called 
accommendation notes, with no Wheat ia 
the business, the element of value in this 
$10,008 would have been the same, which 
is just nothing at all; the wheat or flour is 
a value and pre-existing capital, having an 
entirely independent existence in either 
case. Discounting pub te securities comes 
to the same result: when organized into 
currency to occupy the channel of circula- 
ton as money, the so-called money” be- 
comes an unpaid price, that price being 
added to commodities in circulation ; it is

DESTROYING THE REPUBLIC. 

A nation Is an entity, a vital fo ce, and 
not a mere aggregation, like a mass meet- 
ing or benevolent society, to. be dissolved 
at pleasure. It is enduring, and cannot be 
destroyed without crime, aud evermaster- 
ing force. A State or province intolerably 
oppressed may take up arms against its 
oppressors, and compel the cen, ral author- 
ity to rectify the wrong, or failing to ob- 
tain redreas of grievance, throw off the 
yoke and establish its independence—if 
it can. This—is the Right of Revolu- 
But on the other hand, the nation 
bas the right to treat the revolt as rebel- 
non and crush it. There is no such thing 
as the right of Secession. A part of a 
country has no right to withdraw at pleas- 
ure from the residue, and form a separate 
and rival nation. This principle, put in 
practice, leads to anarchy. It is anarchy 
itself. 

To apply these propositions to the slave- 
hold:r’s rebellion, the question to deter- 
mine is, were the people ef the insurgent 
States intolerably oppressed? were they 
refused redress of grievances? were they 
driven to insurrection to escape a yoke too 
heavy to be borne ? 

Nothing of the sort is alleged. They 
had no grievances. No party or section 


The form of the Federal Government was 
as these States helped to make it. Every 
law on the National Statute books was put 
there with the advice, consent and assist 
ance of the Secessionisis. The adminis- 
tration of public affairs had been in their 
hands, or under their control, from the 
days of the Revolution down te the pre- 
sent time. The Government had been the 
mildest and most indulgent under which a 
people ever lived. Its powers, protection, 
and benefits had always been mainiy exer- 
cised in behalf of the slaveholders. Its 
patronage had been enjoyed and dispensed 
by them, and though a meagre minority 
in point of numbers, and inferior in wealth 
and general intelligence, they were per- 
mitted to rule and domineer over the Re- 
public for three generations. 

The slaveholders, thereiore, cannot plead 
in justification of their rebellion, intoler- 
ant oppression, nor an abstract right of se- 
cession. They must rest their cause on 
caprice, or antipathy to free institutions 
and a desire to establish a form of govern- 
men other than Republican. And this is 
what they seck to accomplish, They have 
invented the degma of “State Sovereignty” 
in order to have a legal pretext for sever- 
ing the and éetting up a Mon- 
arch, or what would be worse, a Slave- 
holding Oligarchy, 

Now the American people are thé right- 
ful masters of the area inclosed within the 
recognized boundar es of the Republic, 
and so long a4 a majority of that people 


to all others, the minority are bound te sub- 
mit; and if they refuse, it is the right and 
duty of the majority to compel them. No 
part of the sail of the Republic can be 
aliepated without the full and free consent 
ef the majority. Their gold purchased it, 
their blood won it, their sweat redeemed it 
from savage wilderness aud made it fit for 
the habitation and enjoyment of civilized 
man. Their strong arms will hold it 
against foe within or traitors without. If 
they are compelled to yield any portion of 
this domain, it will be to Irresistible force, 
never. to menace, In the case before 
us, the loyal majority embraces four-fifths 
of the white population of the Republic, 
and if popular sovereigaty does not re- 
side in their bounds, then it is a myth and 
bas no existence. 

The loyal men fight for the existence of 
the Nation and perpetaity of Republi- 
can Government. The rebels fight fur the 
overthrow of the Republic and the estab- 
lishment.of Monarchical rule. We of the 
Free States are going to show the world 
that rébellion against Republican Govern- 
ment, to bejsuccessful, will cost the pros- 
perity of a whole generation. The price 
to be paid for the overthrow of the Repub- 
lic will consome ‘a Million of lives, and 
leave a desolated, blackened country. One 
thing more: if treason wrests any portion 
ofthe Nation from the grasp of its loyal 
defendera, not a slave will ever presé the
